Between 400 and 500 turned out to the 
Citizens’ Caucus, which was held in the 
Town Hall, Monday night, to nominate 
candidates for the various town offices. 
They came from all parts of the town 
and particularly did Ballardvale come 
out in full force, so much so that it was 
said that it would have beeh difficult to 
have found a man in that part of the 
town. It was the largest caucus which 
has been held for many years and much 
interest was manifested especially in the 
nomination of a Selectman, 

John N. Cole of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee called the gathering to order, Geo. 
H. Poor, Esq., was chosen chairman and 
Barnett Rogers, secretary. Geo. A. Put- 
nam was appointed by acclamation for 
town clerk and tax collector, as was also 
Geo. A, Parker for town treasurer. It 
was then voted to proceed to an informal 
ballot for a nominee for selectman for 
three years t} succeed John S. Stark, and

‘It is anti-American.”’ 

The disgraceful talk about a war 
with Chili that has recently been filling 
our newspapers ought to arouse atten- 
tion to the evil course we have entered 
on in attempting to build up a great 
naval armament, writes Henry George 
in the New York World, The navy on 
which we are spending such an enor- 
mous amount of public money is use- 
less and ‘worse. It is anti-American, 
corruptive and dangerous, 

It is useless because it is unneeded. 
We are strong and so situated that 
there is no possibility of a war being 
upon us. No nation in the 
world would wantonly attack us, for 
there is no nation that would not have 


forced 


everything to lose and nothing to gain | 


by doing so. While, even if there is 
no higher motive to restrain us, there 
is no nation in the world with which 
the provoking of war on our part would 
not mean certainty of loss without pos- 
sibility of gain. 

It is useless, moreover, because the 
ships we are building would suflice 
neither for'defensive or offensive war. 
Modern invention has madé them as 


antiquated as the ‘coat armor of the’ 


feudal era. In case of attack from the 
sea, the modern means of defence con- 
sist in the power of concentration 
brought about by telegraph and_ rail- 
roads, in electricity, and high explo- 
sives, torpedoes, submarine boats, air 
ships and quickly placed obstructions 
and defences.

Strong as we are, war to us is the 
greatest of dangers. For setting aside 
altogether its cost in money and: blood, 
war inevitably demoralizes republi- 


can institutions, postpones reforms, |” 


strengthens governments at the ex- 
pense of the people, differentiates 
classes, and places power in the hands 
of the few. And finally,even when 
successful, it destroys popular liberty. 

Our greatest advantage over the 
European nations is, that our strength 
and our position exempts us from. the 
fears that compel them to stand armed. 
It ought to be our pride and_ glory to 
lead them in what is good, not to ape 
them in what is bad.’ The real dangers 
that beset us are not from without, 
they are from within, and these dan- 
gers no army and no navy can guard 
against. They can only intensify them. 

There are reasons which dispose the 
unjustly rich to strong and aristocrati- 
cally organized armies and navies—the 
reasons which always dispose them to 
strong government. — But for these 
very reasons, if for no others, the werk- 
ing masses ought to set their faces like 
flmt against them. Standing armies 
and navies belong to the policy of Ham- 
ilton, and not that of Jefferson. 
They belong to monarchies and im- 
perialisms, not to democratic republics,

The Farmer and Railway Legislation. 


It seems proper, in showing what the 
Government is doing to secure. justice 
from railways to their patrons, to em- 
phasize the,importance of commissions, 
since this is,the part of the subject 
usually overlooked. The truth is, there 
has been created in this country dur- 
ing the past twenty years a. vast goyv- 
ernmental organization which, if per- 
mitted to develop as experience points 
the way, and if supported by the en- 
lightened sentiment of the public, will 
surely solve the railway problem  with- 
out endangering the stability of our 
democratic institutions.

He 
has offered $10,000 in bicycle prizes. to 
the boys and girls who shall write the 
best essays on good roads, and he has 
himself pointed outin the March Forum 
what good roads may do for the whole 
country. A New York gentleman, Mr. 
Potter we believe, has taken a similar 
interest in the development of good 
thoroughfares, but Col. Pope has_pre- 
sented this matter with more force and 
point than it has been urged elsewhere, 
though-in-a-large number of the states 
the subject is constantly referred to by 
the Governors, and the people are be- 
coming rapidly awake to their impor- 
tance, and are willing that the Legisla- 
ture should take the direction of the 
movement, Col. Pope names the towns 
of Brookline and Newton as having 
doubled their population in the last 
five years, chiefly by their excellent 
roads, and that the Oranges in New 
Jersey have done the same.thing. Gov, 
Beaver of Pennsylvania has taken quite 
advanced positions in regard to roads, 
and bas placed them on the same foot- 
ing with the public school systeni us 
the universal necessity of the people. 
Col. Pope strongly indorses his position, 
and thinks it is only by having state 
supervision and the assistance of com- 
petent engineers that a comprehensive 
and economic plan for the roads of the 
whole state can be adopted. He sees 
no reason why the state should not 
have this work entrusted to it, and 
points out that itis of as much interest 
to the people in the city as it is to. the 
farmers that the state should have the 
best of roads and the best facilities for 
communication between different parts 
of the state or between the country 
districts and the city. He well states 
the point in the following paragraph; 
‘Railroads need better carriage roads 
for feeders; farmers need them for ac- 
cess to the railroads and to the cities; 
manufacturers need them for access to 
less popular areas and for lower rents 
and for less cost of portage and _ trans- 
portation; merchants need them as an 
element in the cheapening of their 
wares; the people need them for the 
reduction of the expense of satisfying 
their wants and for the more efficient 
distribution of their activities.’ This 
puts the whole matter in a nutshell. It 
shows that good roads are not only a 
local advantage, but are related to the 
industrial development of the whole 
community.’’

President of D rtmouth College. 


At a meeting of the Trustees of Dart- 
mouth College, Tuesday night, Prof. W. 
J. Tucker, D.D., of the Theological Semi- 
nary here was elected President of that 
college to succeed President S. C. Bart- 
lett whose resignation will take effect at 
the close of the present school year. 

Dr, Tucxer is a son of Henry and Sarah 
Lester. Tucker, and was born at Gris- 
wold, Conn., July 13, 1839. After gradua- 
tion at Dartmouth in 1861 he taught 
school in Laconia and Columbus until 
June 1863, when he entered Andover 
Thevlogical Seminary, where he was 
graduated in 1866. In collége and semi- 
nary his rank was of the highest, the 
accuracy and felicity of his literary style 
being specially notable. In 1867 he be- 
came pastor of the Franklin Street Con- 
gregational Church, Manchester,and soon 
attracted attention throughoutthe- state 
because of his zeal of a preacher and pas- 
tor, and because of the unusual range of 
literary allusion in his sermons 

In 1875 he was called to the pastorate 
‘of the Madison Square Presbyterian 
Church, New York, the most preminent 
church of that denomination in the me- 
tropolis with possibly one exception. 
Having been all his life deeply interested 
in educational work he was induced in 
1880 to leave his prominent pulpit and 
accept the professorship of Homileties in 
Andover Theological Seminary. His 
work in that chair has been eminently 
successful, and to him has been largely 
due the spirit of enthusiasm which has 
characterized the seminary in recent 
years. Dr, Tucker was one of the found- 
ers and has constantly beén one of the 
working editors of the Andover Review, 
the organ of the seminary and the lead- 
ing exponent of progressive influence in 
the Congregational and other churches, 
In addition to his other works he has 


given special attention to the discussion | 


of sociological problems, the Andover 
House being an outcome of his interest 
in this department. Tlis latest bonor 
prior to his election, was his selection as 
orator before the Harvard Phi Beta 
Kappa Society next June. 

Dr. Tucker received the degree of D.D. 
from Dartmouth in 1875, and was elected 
Trustee on the nomination of the alumni 

| in 1878. Of the various names mentioned 
in connection with the vacant Presidency 
none have received so united support 
from alumni, Trustees, Faculty, and stu- 
dents of the college as that of Dr. 
Tucker. 

During his residence here Dr. Tucker 
has been a citizen and a man whom all 
have come to honor and love, and while 
all will be glad to learn of this new honor 
which has been bestowed upon him, all 
will deeply regret his leaving Andover, 
if he shail find it his duty to do so. As 
yet he has not accepted the position and 
will take plenty of time to consider it. 
The Boston Journal well says: 


Andover’s loss is Hanover’s gain. 
Dartmouth is fortunate in her newly 
chosen President. Under Dr. Tucker's 
guidance the sterling old college, always 
a mighty force in the intellectual life of 
New England, is destined to enter upon 
a new era of progress and development. 


Essex County Institute. 


The Essex County farmers held their 
84th institute in the town hall at Beverly 
Friday. The morning session was ad- 
dressed by Hon. John E. Russell upon 
“Sheep Husbaardry.’’ He argued that 
abandoned farms of New England could 
be. utilized for sheep raising, and that 
most of the pastures now considered use- 
less could be used to advantage. 

The afternoon session opened with an 
address by Chas, A. Mills of Southboro, 
on ‘‘Laws of competition as affecting the 
Massachusetts farmer.’ He ciaimed that. 
the production of beef, sheep and swine 
in New England would not pay, ana show- 
ed that the farmer’s salvation in compe- 
tition with the west is in the production 
of milk and small gardening. 

He was followed by Senator Aaron Low 
of Essex, who defined his position on the 
oleomargarine bill before the senate last 
winter, and said the reason he voted to 
allow the coloring of oleo was that of the 
50,000,000 pounds of butter consumed 
here only 10,000,000 pounds were. pro- 
duced in the state, so that oleo did not 
compete with good butter. 

Another meeting is being held at North 
Andover to-day, the principal speakers 
being Hon. J. J.H. Gregory of Marble- 
head, on ‘‘Vegetables and how to raise 
them,” and S: H. Haile, Esq. of Glaston-

Recently attention has been called to 
the lack of proper drainage for the 
grounds of Abbot Academy. Cases of 
diphtheria, one resulting fatally, have 
oceutred in what used to be South Hall, 
now moved to Abbot St. After the death 
of Mr. Réed’s child, the trustees did 
what they could to cleanse their grounds, 
but some outlet they must have, and all 
they can do now is to let their filth over- 
flow on their neighbor’s premises. Fre- 
quently passengers. along the street a 
little beyond South Hall, even in cold 
weather, involuntarily cover their faces 
to prevent inhaling the vileodors which 
arise at the point where the overflow 
from thesAcademy. grounds crosses the 
street, torun along in the rear of the 
dwellings on the east side of Central St, 
The increased use of water since the in- 
troduction of a general supply, only 
makes imperative a systematic sewerage, 

Let the town get a reputation for bad 
sanitary conditions, and how will it af- 
fect our institutions? How will it affect 
building, the renting of our buildings, 
the influx of summer boarders, and other 
sources of revenue to the townspeople. 

Let the park wait till we have taken 
care of the public health.

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Suicide by Hanging. 


Young Walter Donald, son of Walter 8. 
Donald, took astroll in the woods in the 
rear of his home last Sunday about 
noon, and, walking along the north bank 
of the Shawsheen across the B. & M. R. 
R. tracks to an unfrequented spot just 
over the Andover line, came suddenly 
upon the body of a man some fifteen yards 
from the bank of the river. He immedi- 
ately returned and notified Officer Dona 
hue, whoaccompanied him and his broth- 
er to the place, but finding it was in l|.aw- 
rence, sent the boys to notity the Law- 
rence police. Inspector Carey with Wil- 
liam Donald soon reached the place des- 
ignated, and there lay a man cold in 
death, frozen to the ground, but with 
face upturned. A piece of suspender was 
around his neck and everything pointed 
to suicide by hanging. The body prob- 
ably hung in mid-air for some time as the 
knot on the suspender was strong and 
was broken near the center, Medical Ex- 
aminer Howe soon arrived and founda 
man about five feet and six inches in 
height, apparently about 28 years old, 
light hair and prominent cheek bones. 
He wore a black worsted coat and vest, 
dark trousers and brown flannel shirt. In 
his pocket was found an envelope post 
marked Lawrence and addressed-to J: hn 
Eliasson, 6 River St., Waltham. A set of 
weaver’s tools was also found on his per- 
son. A few yards at-his right was 4 
dark reefer, two papers printed in a for- 
eign language, a clay pipe and a hand- 
kerchief. The body had been there at 
least two weeks. 

Through the efforts of the Waltham 
police, it was found that the suicide be- 
longed in Orange and relatives came to 
Lawrence, fully identifying the remains 
as those of John Eliasson, the name on 
the envelope. He was 82 years old and 
a native of Sweden and has roamed about 
the country as a tramp weaver.

BOSTON WARRANTS 


SERVED UPON OFFICERS OF THE 
WHISKY TRUST. 


The Rebate Business Has Long Proved 
a Prop for the Concern — Alleged 
Crooked Transactions Shown Up. 


~~ Cuicaco, ~March-1,—It—is at last defi- 
nitely known that the federal grand jury 
at Boston on Feb. 11 indicted all of the 
officers and directors of the Cattle Feed- 
ing and Distilling company, better known 
as the whisky trust, for violating the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Yesterday 
United States Marshal Hitchcock’s dep- 
uties served warrants for the arrest of the 
indicted men. 

Word has been received from Peoria that 
Mr. Greenhut was arrested and gave bail 
there in the sum of $10,000 for his appear- 
ance before, the United States court in 
Boston next*\Monday. Mr. Hennessey ap- 
peared before United States Commissioner 
Hayne and was released on $10,000 bail. 
Mr. Gibson was not at, his place of busi- 
ness when the officer went there with the 
warrant and was not therefore arrested. It 
was decided to make the arrests at this 
time. Mr. Greenhut contemplated going 
on a visit to Europe within a day or two. 

The Indictment 

is of an ominous character, making 
charges ayainst the officers and directors 
in a body. It is returned as of date of the 
second Tuesday in December last. The 
violations of the law are charged as -hav- 
ing been continuous since February, 1890, 
The defendants, it is declared, purchased, 
rented, or Jeased the properties of com- 
peting distilling companies, to the num- 
ber of seventy, from Aug. 1,.1890, up to 
the time of finding the indictment, con- 
trolled the output of these distilleries, and 
sold 66,000,000 gallons, at prices fixed by 
them. This they did unjustly, unlaw- 
fully and oppressively, to monopolize the 
manufacture and sale of high wines, alco- 
hol, spirits, gins and whiskies. The in- 
dictment sets out agreements between the 
trust and Dexter T. Mills, Erastus T. Gif- 
field and John Joyce, whereby in consid- 
eration of their purchase of trust goods, 
they were to receive rebates of 2 cents a 
gallon. 


HISTORY OF THE CONCERN. 


Its Crooked Methods Will Drive It Out 
of Business in Massachusetts. 


Boston, March 1.—Says the Transcript: 
The Distilling and Cattle Feeding com- 
pany, or whisky trust, is a combination 
which has probably done more bribing of 
state officials in Illinois than the public 
has any idea of. It is the concern which 
has so far spent over $2,000,000 in pur- 
chasing distilleries and in other ways to 
prevent the case of Secretary Gibson, 
charged with an attempt to blow up a dis- 
tillery not in the trust, coming to trial. 
His case has not yet been heard, and prob- 
ably never will be: The accomplices of 
Gibson in the trust will see tothat. It is 
stated on very good authority that $2,000,- 
000 has actually been spent so far to 
smother that case. : 

It will be found that the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding company, capitalized at 
$35,000,000, has a plant that can be repro- 
duced for between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000, 
and that consequently shows a watering 
of its capital stock of $80,000,000. Just as 
soon as the district court here knocks the 
prop out from under the trust the Distil- 
ling and Cattle Feeding company will 
come down to a minimum of profits, 

That prop is the rebate business. There 
are certain firms in this state which act as 
the agents of the trust in selling its 
goods, These firms have books containing 

Printed Vouchers, 
Whenever a purchaser desires a number of 
gallons of whisky he secures the quantity 


through the dealing firms, pays 7 cents 


more a proof gallon than t 
and is given a voucher for amount in 
excess of the real cost of the article. This 
is the rebate voucher. At the end of six 
months he sends his voucher to Peoria and 
gets his rebate money. If he has mean- 
while bought whisky of any other firms 
than those which are agents of the trust 
he loses his entire rebate. The trust 
makes it its business to ascertain just ex- 
actly from whom whisky is purchased by 
firms which have bought of the trust’s 
dealers, and thereby hangs a tale. 

This rebate business is just where the 
treasury will try to get its 

Clutches on the Trust's Throat. 

It is apparent that the effect of sucha 
transaction must be to throttle the smaller 
dealers. If they go outside of the trust 
for their whisky, after once buying, of it 
and subscribing to its conditions,they lose 
their rebates, which amount to consider- 
able. 

They are held by a vise so long as-they 
remain in the trust, paying three or four 
profits on each gallon, besides having 7 
cents on each gallon locked up in the 
trust’s strong box. On this the trust 
makes a pretty ponny in interest. Lhe 
amount of its rebate money will run up 
into the millions when the total amount 
of sales per year in this country is taken 
into consideration. The hold it has on the 
dealers is a strony one. 

The Bribery Case. 

The Boston city press has been author- 
ized to make public the following authuri- 
tative statement relative to the indictment 
recently found by the federal grand jury 
in connection with an alleged attempt to 
bribe a grand juror. The indicted person 
is Dr. Nathaniel Ware Hawes of 150 New- 
bury street, with a home in Wrentham.

Penny and His Aged Wife. 


BELFAST, Me., March 2. —Excitement has 
run riot in this city since it was learned of 
the marriage of H. C. Penny of Amhetst, 
aged 35, and Mrs. Ann French of. Belfast, 
aged 84, 

It was ascertained that Mrs. French had 
frawn $900 from the savings bank and 
placed it in Penny’s hands, It was 
rumored about town, too; that-she- gave 
$500 in gold to Penny, who displayed the 
coin in several saloons. 

Threats against Penny were freely made 
Monday by wrathful citizens. The elder 
heads were in favor of the lawyers taking 
the matter in hand. The young blood was 
more belligerent and wantedjim mediate sat 
isfaction, Monday evening about twenty 
young men went to the house With the 
purpose of tarring and feathering the man. 
As no lights appeared in the house, they 
contented themselves’ with breaking all 
the windows with stones. 

Later the mob again went to the house 
with the determination—to find Penny at 
all hazards. Doors were broken down and 
the house: ransacked. In the parlor was 
the aged bride. trembling from _ fear. 
Finally Penny was found ia the loft of the 
barn, with a drawn revolver. He fiourished 
it at the crowd, and escaped, bareheaded 
and in his shirt-sleeves, to the street, but 
the mob followed and captured him. 

Wild threats were madeagainst him,but 
he was not seriously injured. He was car- 
ried about the city with a hooting mob as 
escort, while stones were thrown at him. He 
was then returned to his home. For a time 
he was left alone, but soon another crowd 
went to the house an. clamored for ad- 
mission. Finally a treaty was made with 
the understanding that Penny would get 
out of the city. 


MR. BLAINE’S REPLY 


To Criticisms Concerning the Famous 
Blaine-Nevins Divorce Suit. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Secretary Blaine 
furnishes for publication ‘a plain—state- 
ment,” in which he says: “Since the sepa- 
ration of my son and his wife, three and a 
half years azo, my family have silently 
borne every newspaper interview which it 
has pleased the now divorced wife to in- 
spire. The one person aimed at has been 
Mrs. Blaine; and we have perhaps been 
at fault in allowing a horror of the public 
discussion of private matters, combined 
with a regard for the future of my grand- 
son, to permit so much calumny to go un- 
answered.

The Usefulness and Comfort of Hos- 
pitals. American Sculptor. Leap- 
Year Day. 


In London “Hospital Saturday”? is a 
yearly event as well as Hospital Sun- 
day. On. this particular. Saturday 
seven hundred and fitty ladies station 
themselves at street Corners to receive 
contributions. Often ten thousand 
pounds is collected which sum added to 
the forty thousand received on Sunday 
is divided among the most nec dy of the 
seventeen’ chief general hospitals. 
**Hospital Saturday” is for the benefit 
of the non-church goers, and every one 
is interested to give his mite, especially 
those who have perchance met with an 
accident, or their friends; they know 
from experience what skilful treatment 
and tender care await them in their 
immediate need at the nearest hospital. 
Sometimes itis -w-fortunate—event.to 
poor little waifs to meet with a.mishap, 
which gives them a chance to spend a 
few happy weeks in such comfort and 
cleanliness, as has never been their lot 
before. The pretty, whbite-capped 
nurses are very tender and motherly 
with the little things, who often—eyen 
when suffering with severe hip disease 
—laugh and sing all day long. And 
how is it with the ‘‘children of a larger 
growth??? They receive the same kind 
attention in a pleasant airy room, 1in- 
stead of having to battle with disease 
in the stifling tenement and best of all 
they may put aside the mental anxiety 
which often prevents recovery under 
the best care. . The old horror of ‘*go- 
ing to a hospital” is almost a thing of 
the past, and people who can well af- 
ford to be cared for at home often pre- 
fer to go where the sanitary conditions 
are absolutely perfect and the night 
nurses are not so apt to fall asleep from 
sheer weariness, as they may rest by 
day. Then too, a long, tedious illness 
with the consequent strain and anxiety 
has a most demoralizing effect on the 
home, so that it is a double relief, to 
the family as well as the patient, when 
a fine hospital is available where a cure 
will be accomplished in the*least -pos- 
sible time. And what of those who are 
taken suddenly ill while boarding ina 
strange city or visiting friends? No 
one tikes to be a burden to others, and 
the kinder the fmends the more the 
patient 1s troubled, At such times to 
find the hospital door wide open, and a 
bright, strong purse trained to meet 
every emergency—waiting to receive 
une is a blissful experience uot to be 
imagined by the uninitiated, A delic- 
ious sense of restful dependence comes 
in place of the previous nervous strain, 
and soon the crisis is past and the pa- 
tient is convalescent. 

It is told of one of the children in a 
New York hospital, who had been 
under the care of one nurse for a long 
time, that when the little fellow found 
that he was to go home cured, he put 
his arm around the neck of his nurse, 
and said softly in her ear, ‘*My manima 
will never hear the last. of you.’? There 
are thousands who have reason to fee] 
like this little patient, though all may 
not express their gratitude in such a 
touching way. Is not the highest point 
of civilization reached in our free hos- 
pitals? They are open to high and low 
rich and poor alike, and there they find 
at their service the results of study and 
research of all ages in surgery and 
medicine.
